NVOLVES EXPENDITURE OF MILLIONS

Btatement la Made That Work Wi
Pe Commenced In Spring and Re
in Operation Withia
Twe Years,

NEW YORK, Dec 14—(Bpecial Tele-
gram.)}—The bosard of arbitration consist-
ing of T. W. Klowman of the John F.
Kelly Enginearing company, New York,
and George H. Kimball, the well known
western engineering expert, met here todny
and declded to make an award In favor of
the Fremont Canai and Power company,
which concern will bulld a large hydraulle
piant for the purpose of generating electric
energy for light, traction and general
power purposes in and around Omaha,
Lincoln, Councll Bluffs, Columbus, Fre-
mont and several other cities In Nebraska.

The Fremont proposition was considered
more feasible than the one submitted by
the Nebraska Centrul Ifrigation company,
which concern proposed to bulld a blg plant
ut Columbus.

The Fremont Canal and Poger company
wis rocently incorporated under the laws
of the siate of Nebraskn with a capital
of $4L,000,000. The president of the company
s W. J. C. Kenyon, getiernl manager of
the Unlon Btock Yards, Bouth Omaha.

The company has awarded the comtraot
for the comstruction and equipment of its
plant to the John F. Kelly Engineering
company. The Initial capacity of the
plant will be 165000 horse power every
twenty-four hours. The site selected i
on the plateau some hundred feel east of
Elm creek on the south bank of the south
branch of the Platte river. A canal will
be bullt from the head gates located at
the oconfluence of the Platte and Loup
Fivers about thirteen miles east of Colum-
bus, to a huge reservolr at Elm bank,
aboul twenty-Ove miles away. Construc-
tion work will begin early next spring.
The entire system, which will cost some
$,600,000, Is expected to be In active opera-
tion within two yearn.
